By 1976: A Cleaner 
Androscoggin 


Despite fears that the 1972 im- 
poundment of federal funds would 
hamstring efforts to clean up the 
Androscoggin River, it now ap- 
pears that the Androscoggin will 
indeed be a substantially cleaner 
river by 1976. With one possible 
exception, all municipal wastewa- 
ter treatment facilities on the 
Maine segments of the river are 
scheduled to be completed by Oct, 
1, 1976, and all industrial dicharg- 
ers in the Androscoggin will oper- 
ate under federal discharge per- 
mits with strict compliance sched- 
ules for applying best practicable 
control technology. According to 
John A. S. McGiennon, Regisnal 
Administrator of the U. S. Envir. 
onmental Protection Agency, “Mu- 
nicipal and industrial sewage are 
the chief sources of pollution to 
the Androscoggin, EPA's lwo ma- 
jor tools for abating and control- 
ling these kinds of pollution are 
the Construction Grants Program 
and the National Pollutant Dis- 
charge Elimination System, both 
mandated by the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act (F WPCA: of 
1972, 

The Construction Grants Pro- 
Sram authorizes grants to local 
governments of federal funds to 
cover 75% of the allowable pro- 
ject costs for needed sewage treat- 
ment facilities. This program is 
the second largest public works 
program in the country, with 
some §2 billion allocated nation- 
wide in fiscal year 1973, $3 bil- 
lion for fiscal 1974, and $4 bil- 
lion for 1975, Through a cost re- 
covery system sel up by each mun- 
icipality, the federal share of capi- 
tal costs is recovered from indust- 
rial users over a pericd not to ex- 
ceed 30 years, and operation and 
maintenance costs are collected on 
a proportionate basis from any 
one who disposes of liquid wastes 
through the municipal sewage 
treatment system 

More than $14.060.000 has been 
awarded {9 Maine municipalit‘es 
along the Androseoggin for cone 
struction of wastewater treatment 
facilities.
